U.K. LIFTS ARMS 
BAN ON M-E

LONDON. -- Britain has decided to 
Uft the embargo on arms deliveries 
to the Middle East imposed at the 
start of the October war, Foreign 
Secretary Sir Alec Douglas-Home 
announced in the House of Com- 

Tons yesterday. 

The lifting of the embargo, which 
had amgered Israel at the UUme, 
was decided upon following the 
agreement of Israel and Egypt to 
disengage forces, 

Sir Alec seid: “While the dis- 
engagement agreement is far from 


being a guarantee of lasting peace, . 


it will certainly reduce drastically 
the dangers of military confronta- 
tion and so the government decided 
accordingly that we need no longer 
suspend delivery of military sup- 
plies to the battlefield countries.” 

Be stressed that the former poli- 
ey of refusing to supply arms which 
might upset the balance of forces in 
the region will be maintained. But 
in effect the decision means that 
the 4,600 rounds of ammunition for 
Israel's’ Centurion tanks which were 
held up at the docks on October 6 
can now be released. Egypt also had 
deliveries of helicopters, ammuni- 
tion, small arms and spare parts 
held up by the embargo, and this 
too will be released.

Ik is known that Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee chairman J 
William Fulbright is especially an- 
xious to avoid secret, vague com- 
mitments by the U.S. Government 
which could lead to American mili- 
tary involvement overseas without 
Congressiona] approval. He is still! 
wary of the kind of open-ended 
commitment which led to the pro- 
longed American entanglement in 
Vietnam and he has also repeatedly 
expreased his preference for un ex- 
Plicit American security treaty with 
Israel over vague Administration 
commitments to Israel. Kissinger 
met with Fulbright for a private 
lunch after the briefing.

Orthodox rabbis from abroad

Rabbi Cohen, referring to the Re- 
‘form and Conservative efforts, said 
it was “en irresponsible impertin- 
ence for any religious group out- 
side Israel to intervene and intro- 
duce controversy” into religious and 
political Ufe here. The Irish Chief 
Rabbi said he spoke for all Euro- 
pean rabbis when he said it would 
be “a catastrophe” for Israel to re- 
cognize non-Orthodox conversions or 
marriages and divorces, The Confer- 
ence of European Rabbis, of which 
he w2s a member, had resolved that 
it would never recognize such con- 
versions or such marriages. 


In Ireland, be seid, the Orthodox 
majority and -.non-Orthodox minority 
lived in harmony and cooperated in 
their work for Israel because all 
Irish Jews recognized that marriages 
and conversions must be handled 
uniformly. He conceded though that 
Ireland's intermarriage rate was re-

thodoxy insisted on ritual immersion 
and circumcision 85 part of the con- 
version process, and the other two 
streams would not go along with 
this.

TEL AVIV. — The pace of adver- 
tising is already beginning to pick 
up, and there are indications that 
1974 willl be comparable in growth 
to 1972, Mr. Binyamin Gaon, chair- 
man of the Israel Advertisers As- 
sociation, said yesterday. He noted 
that 1973 had been a bad year, 
mainly due to the sharp drop in ad- 

vertising, caused by the war. 
Gross expenditore figures for ad- 
vertising showed an increase from 
TL160m. in 1972 to 


..1973,..he. said, but. added, that. these 


Agures. did -npt.take into account 
the strong inflationary. trend in 1973 
which considerably reduced the 
“real” figure for that year. 

A better measurmg stick is the 
relationship between advertising and 
the gross national product. In 1972, 
the GNP grew Atal per — τας 
advertising expenditures rose 
“per cent. In 1973, the GNP rose by 
33.9 per cent, while advertising rose 
only by 19 per cent. 

Advertising ture per capita 
stood at ILA0 in 1971; in 1972 it grew 
to IL50 while in 1973 it grew only to 
1.57.60. * 

Another cause for the 1978 drop 
‘was that the cost of newspaper ad- 
vertisements were raised twice, for 
a total of 53 per cent. (This fol- 
lowed higher prices for newsprint.) 


‘Throughout the entire year, only 
three sectors increased their over- 
all press advertising. These were 
TV companies, up by 45 per cent; 
the Government, up by 83 per cent 
and banks, up three per cent. 

Four sectors decreased their press 
advertising.: These included places 
‘of amusement, down by 25 per 
cent; tobacco, down 27 per cent;

Sinai maps on display in Haifa

. HAIFA, — Most of Sinai was not 
a part of Egypt until 1906, ag ts 
clearly shown by 18th and 19th 
century maps of British and French 
origin now on display at the Na- 
tional Maritime Museum here. 


Among several maps of Egypt. one 
published in 1830 in London by 
Sidney Hall 


shows the Egyptian 


border extending from the town of 
Suez in an almost straight line to 
Rafah and reaching the Mediter- 
ranean nearby. 

The bulk of Sinai, then known 
as Arabia Petraea {which included 
part of what is today Saudi <Ara- 
bia), formed a province of the 
Ottoman Empire. Only in 1906 did 
Britain transfer to Egypt, then 
under its rule, the ‘«dmimistration 


* inaccurate 


of the near-empty territory, Egyp- 
tian law was never introduced into 
Sinai by the Egyptians even after 
1948, and to this day the Israel 
Military Government adjudicate 


there according to Beduin tribal 


law. 

The maps are part of a recently 
opened exhibition of Sinaj, Suez, 
the Canal ang of Egypt. The maps 
and artistic views are part of the 
Maritime Museum's collection and 
include some rare and valuable 
works of the world’s renowned car- 
tographers of the pest, among them 
the Flemish geographer Abraham 
Ortelius (1527-1598) whose Thea- 
trum Orbis Terranum was the: first 
modern atlas; Sebastian Muenster 
(1489-1552); J:B. D'Anville (1697- 
1782); J.B, Homan (1663-1724) and 
others. 

‘Maps of the area had 
been drawn as far back as the Ist 
century CE, (Castorius),. Ptolemy 
{second century), the Alexandrian 
astronomer ang geographer, made

the Red Sea with Egypt and to

Meeting in joint session for the 
first time since the two unions split 
over 5. year ago, the secretaries 
decided to demand that the Histad- 
rut “carry out its undertaking" to 
prevent the sale of any merchant 
ship without the approval of the 
unfon. They warned that {ff a posi- 
tive decision is not taken “within 
48 hours" the union would consider 
itself free to take all measures 
necessary to prevent the sale of 
the ships. 

The secretary of the ratings 
union, Shlomo Avitan. told The Post 
that they would call on the Labour 
Ministry to find jobs for those of 
the 260 crew members of the two 
ships who would be unable to find 
employment if the ships are sold. 

Asked whether the smuggling 
activities of the crews, partiy at 
the expense of their service to 
passengers, had not put paid to the 
passenger fleet, he said that smug- 
gling was endemic to all merchant 
fleets. “There is smuggling in El 
Al too. but they don't close the 
airline as a result," he said. The 
two ships had been especially in 
the public’s eye. because they had 
relatively larger crews, and there- 
fore more smuggling than a freigh- 
ter, “and because of press reports 
on the smuggling.”

CALLS FOR QUICK DECISION 


ON IMPEACHMENT 


WASHINGTON, — Congress re- 
turned to work yesterday amid 
calls to move quickly towards a 
decision on whether to impeach 
President Nixon. 

Republican members of the De- 
mocratic-contralled Congress have 
repeatedly demanded that the na- 
tion "get off the President’s back” 
and end the agony over Watergate. 

The Demotratic leader of the 
House, Rep. Thotnas P. O'Neill. Mass., 
told reporters yesterday that it would 
be in the best interests of the na- 
tion if Prestdeat Nixon resigned. 
“He has lost credibility with the 
nation,” 


Whether the House of Repres- 
entatives will vote for or against 
impeachment — in effect an Indict- 
Ment for misdemeanours in office — 
depends largely on the grass roots 
reaction Congressmen encountered 
while in- their home states during 
the Christmas recess. 


House Speaker Carl Albert called 
on Investigators yesterday to expe- 
dite thelr inquiry of impeachment 
of President Nixon. 

Albert, Democrat-Oklahoma, said 
“speed tg secondary to accuracy and 
thoroughness,” but the very nature 
of the investigation indicated it 
should be expedited. He sct no 
deadline but expressed hope for a 
teport “as early as possible.” 

The latest Gallup Poll showed 
the President's standing among the 
electorate as low as it has ever 
been, with only 27 per cent of 
those questioned approving of the 
Way he is handling his job. 


The judiciary committee of the 
House is charged with deciding 
whether there is a cuse for im- 
Peachment. If it recommends this 
action and the full House concurs, 
the Senate then acts as a trial 
jury, deciding whether the - Pres!- 
dent should be removed from office. 

One of the factors that will be 
considered will be the findings of 
ἃ joint Congressionai tax committee 
on whether Mr. Nixon underpaid 
his taxes. 

A Poll published yesterday showed 
an aven split on whether Nixon 
should resign — 46 per cent in fa- 
vour and 46 per cent against, In a 
survey tuken a fortnight ogo, 53 
per cent of those polled were 
against impenchment and 37 per 
cent in favour. 

Meanwhile. an exzrly decision is 
expected to be made by the Senate 
Watergate Committee on whether 
to reopen hearings. The committee, 
which riveted national attention on 
the Watergate scandal last year, 
is reported to be divided over 
whether it should call more wit- 
nesses for public test! 

Mr. Nixon's most loyal Neutenant 
in the Senate, Republican Leader 
Hugh Scott, warned on Sunday that 
the movement to impeach the Pres. 
ident coulg quickly become a Ρο- 
litical movement. 

Senator George McGovern, the 
Democratic candidate in the 1972 
presidential elections, said on Sun- 
day that the House of Represent- 
atives judiciary committee had 
ample grounds to proceed with bm- 
peachment charges against Mr. 


Nixon and should resalve the matter 
speedily. 

Asked about the grounds, Me-

Black September plans ‘deal’ 


with Europe’s terror groups
